ſame : He nor only gives ſome 4cconnt of that Earthquake, but of things that ſeem as ftravgy | 
2s (I believe, „cu will find at his Majeſty's Return, ta be) true; which is concerning bis 
Sacred Majeſiy King WIIllam: And, Gentle Reader, 1 will no longer det ain your patience, bur 
take it as it came to me iu the true Copy thereof, viz. 
SIR | 
Bout ten days fince, one Huſſey, a Soldier in my Company, Banding Centry about One 
of the Clock in the Morning, at my Colonel Srapleton's Tent door, there appeared a 
Spirit to him, viz. A tall Gentleman- like Perſon, in a Camlec Coat, and ſhort Dark Peruke, 
mounted uron a fige Dapple-gray Horſe ; he ruſhed by Huſſey, who bid him ſtand ; the Spirit 
reply'd ſeveral times ina ſhrill Tone, The King, the King 15 to be made away, if care be not 
ſpeedily taken; or to that purpoſe 5 Huſſey arked by whom 2 upen which another Spirit ape 
peared to bim on Foot, having the appearance of a ſtern Bjack man, full grown, and pretiy 
tell, having on 2 Blew Campaign Coat, with a Cape, and Black Campaign Peruke, and &, 
Black Hat laced with Silver Lace, and a Silver-bilted Sword; che firſt Spirit ſaids That $s the 
Man, tale good notice of him, which he did; and then the aſt Spitit vaniſhed: And Huſſey ask 
the ficſt Spirit, who ſtill was on Horſeback, Whether that Perſon did belong to the Army tha 
Spirit replied, He was daily buſling about the Court, & then the firſt Spirit vaniſhed, Huſſey writ 7 
Rel: tion of t his under his hand ( being ſeemingly very well in bis Senſes), and offered to ma 
upon hi; revealing it to me, to ſwear to the truth of it. After which he ſaw the real Perſon} 
riding with the King, which appeared to him on foot; and Huſſey would have ſeized on him 
but could not come near enough to him at that time, Huſſey being on foot, but waited an op 0 
portunity to do it, ſame ot her time, and revealed it at the ſame time. But at one of the lock 
the very next morning after, ſtanding Centry near the ſame place again, the fitſt Spirit chat ap} 
peared to him on Horſeback before, zpyeared to him on foot, and with an Angry Countenand 
ſaid, Now the Buſineſs is prevented, no thanks to you; why did not you do your Duty yefterday# 
and wirh t kat the Spirit hit him a blow on the back, which hath confined him to the Trench, 
three or ſour d ys; and the Spirit ſaid, He gone back to the French, but was laſt night ſhot is 
the Guts by an Out-Centry of theirs : And it is itſſerted by a Deſerter that came over to ns tl 1. a 
Night, That ſuch a Man ſo habited, & as relared by the Spirit, was ſo ſhot by them, & hath aſſeryy 
ted it: Belit ye it as you pieafe, Huſly is poſitive in the matter, and I think good to give yog!
